, tcmatized police brutality over half 
the nation, and a 10-year record of 
Illegal law enforcement by barbarous 
thrld degree methods, was unfolded 
Monday by the Wickersham Law En- 
forcement Commission. 


Asserting Its duty to law "the nak- 


ed ugly facts" before the public, the 
Commission crammed into a single 
weighty volume on "Lawlessness in 
Law Enforcement" more than 100 in- 
stances of extorted confessions. 


The report described the Arkansas 


«ase of Robert Bell, negro who in 1928 
was sent to Warden Todhunter for 
protection. It asserted the warden 
"whipped him over « period of six 
or eight days until he confessed" to 
the murder,.Df a 'white boy and negro

Todhunter Denies It 


LITTLE ROCK.-(#>)-Wardcn Tod- 


hunter Monday branded as "absolute- 
ly without truth' 'a charge made in 
the Wickersham report that he whip- 
ped a negro for nearly a week until 
the prisoner confessed to the murder 
of a white boy and negro in 1928. 


The negro referred to was Robert 


Bell, who with Grady Swain, another 
negro, now is serving a 10-year sent- 
ence for the murder of a St. Francis 
county white youth.

for violating prison rules, but not to

The negro who lived at Pine Bluff, 


was charged with the attempted mur- 
der of Mack C. Hollis, former mayor 
and his wife, Saturday night, and the 
shooting of Mary Lee McGehee Satur- 
day morning. 


Camden police arrested the negro on 


information 
furnished 
from here. 


Sheriff Garland Brewster of Pine Bluff 
took him from 
Camden 
to Little 


Rock, 
Hollis and his wife were shot by a 


negro who emerged from a thicket as 
they prepared to eat a picnic lunch 
at the edge of town. One of the nap- 
kins from th lunch was found on 
Paul when ho was searched at Cam- 
den, 
officers said. 


Mrs. 
J. C. Custer, with Mr. and 


Mrs. Hollis, narrowly escaped being 
wounded. Gunshot pierced her hat. 


Mrs. McGehee was shot as she fled 


from a negro who was loitering on 
the roadside. She said his appearance 
alarmed her and as she ran, he fired. 


Officers said they believed the same 


negro shot all four, and was also the 
one discovered bending over the bed 
of Mrs. Mary Straham, living six 
miles south of Pine Bluff, when she 
awoke early Saturday morning. The 
negro fled with Mrs, Straham's shot- 
gun after striking her grandfather 
with it. 


A shotgun was used in both of the 


shootings.

23, negro, was stabbed fatally about 
2:30 Sunday morning by another ne- 
gro, Ada D. Harris, 28.

PITTSBURGH, Fa.-(#>)— The Na- 


tioal Miners Union, rival of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers, Monday announc-. 
ed that it was opposed to any plan 
for" seeking government control of the 
bituminous coal industry. 


The crisis in the soft coal fields of 


the Pittsburgh district, one of the ma- 
jor fuel acres of the world, concerns 
both labor and capital—a fact which 
lias sponsored some discussion of the 
proposal to seek federal control of 
production. 


Soft coal production in this dis- 


trict was vastly increased during the 
World war, many new mines being 
established. When the post-war slump 
hit the basic industries of th£ nation, 
the bituminous district around Pitts- 
burgh was one of the heaviest casual- 
ties. Hundreds of small independent 
mines have.been closed for nearly ten 
years, and the district has been the 
scene of intcmittent financial battles 
as well as labor difficulties, ever since 
the close of the war. 


Investigate Death 


of Young Farmer 


Mangled Body of Robert 
Grady Found on Railroad 


Near Forrest City 


FORREST CITY.—Mangled almost 


beyond recognition, the body of Rob- 
ert Grady, 30, farmer of Caldwell, wa^ 
found lying on the Missouri Pacific 
railroad two miles north of here Sun- 
day morning. The body was not iden- 
tified until several hours later when 
Grady's wife and other members of 
the family arrived in Forrest City. 


At an inquest, a coroner's jury re- 


turned a verdict that Grady came to 
his death from unknown causes. Three 
men were seen about 9 Saturday night 
drinking and quarreling on the rail- 
road about half a mile from the scene 
of the tragedy. 


Following a statement by Dr. P. P. 


Boggan that some of the wounds re- 
sembled knife stabs, it was suspected 
that Grady might have been killed 
and his body placed on the tracks. 


Sheriff Joe Campbell said further 


investigations would be made Mon- 
day, 
although he doubts the murder 


theory. 


Besides his wife, Grady is survived 


by his mother, Mrs. M. Grady of Cald- 
well; two brothers, Tim Grady of 
Hickory Ridge, and Ollie Grady of 
Parkin; two sisters, Mrs. Fred Satter- 
field of Caldwell and another living 
in Texas.

BERLIN, Germany.-(ff>)—Chancellor 


Bruening and the Central Party in 
control of the Prussian Diet beat off 
an atempt by Left and Right extrcme- 
ists Sunday to 
dissolve the 
Diet 


through a plebiscite 


Three major parties, the" Nation- 


alists, National Socialists, Commun- 
ists, and small groups, combined in 
the dissolution vote—but they mus- 
terert a total of only 9,793,000, against 
the 13,449,000 necessary to rarry the 
proposal. 


It was a victory for the government 


which sponsored the debt moratorium 
with foreign powers. 


The extent of the government's vic- 


tory is "revealed by the fact that the 
same parties which attempted 
the 


overthrow Sunday were nearly 3,000,- 
000 votes weaker than in the famous 
"Hitler" Reichstag election last Sep- 
tember, when they mustered 12,- 
420,000. 


There is a feeling in political quar- 


ters that Adolf Hitler's National So- 
cialists, or "German Fascists," have 
lost ground in Prussia, although the 
separate party totals in Sunday's elec- 
tions were not available—the bqte be- 
ing simply for or against dissolution 
of the Diet.

WASHINGTON—(#>)—Weather ob- 


servers of the West Indies are scan- 
ning the eastern horizon with anxious 
eyes, for • a 150-mile hurricane may 
come 
roaring up into the Carib- 


bean almost any day now 


August and September arc the ripe 


months for hurricanes, says the U. S. 
weather bureau. The "big winds" are 
born out over the eastern Atlantic and 
sweep west and north over the West 
Indies, sometimes reaching the gulf 
states. 


A hurricane actually is only a tor- 


nado built on a gigantic scale, ex- 
plains Dr. W. J. Humphreys of the 
weather bureau. Instead of whirling 
around a calm center less than half 
a mile in diameter, like the ordinary 
tornado, the huricane spins about a 
center that may be 30 miles wide. 


• 200-Mile Wind 


The whirling winds may rush at 


much as 200 miles per hour in a circle 
but the storm as a whole moves for- 
ward not more than 15 miles an hour. 


A hurricane seems like a straight- 


blowing wind because it is so large. 
As it passes over a city the wind on 
one edge is felt first, rushing at ter- 
rific peed. This belt of wind gradual- 
ly moves beyond the city however, 
and the calm center of the storm next 
comes over the urea. Finally, as the 
other edge of the storm passes over, 
the wind blows hard again, but in 
the opposite direction. 


Like a tornado, a hurricane origi-

nates in a calm space between two 
air currents moving in opposite direc- 
tions. The air in the center is hot and 
moist. Being lighter than the sur- 
rounding cooler air, it is pushed up' 
ward. 


The rising motion, the 
opposite- 


flowing currents at the endges and the 
rotation of the earth start it spinning 
in a counter-clockwise direction. 


As the moist warm air rises it cools, 


heavy rain falls and the cooled air 
falls back to push up more warm air 
and water vapor from below. Hurri- 
canes disappear inland because the_ 
air is no longer so moist. 


Paths Are Charted 


Hurricanes in August and September 


must move west and north over, he 
Caribbean sea because they are forc- 
ed to travel around the edges of a 
huge high pressure area that extends 
across the north Atlantic from the 
Azores to Bermuda 
during those 


months, explains Charles E. Mitchell, 
chief forecaster bf the weather bureau. 
Later in the fall the barrier breaks and 
the hurricanes mobe due north. 


As a hurircane moves forward it 


pushes a tremendous tidal wave ahead 
of it. Usually this wave does more 
damage than the wind. 


A string of weather stations on the 


islands at the eastern 
edge of the 


Caribbean sea keeps a constant look- 
out for hurricanes and reports twice 
daily at the height of the season. 


When the barometer begins to fall 


and the wind changes from its normal 
easterly direction, warnings are flash- 
ed to all concerned.

Giant Crack In Ocean Floor 


May Bare Cause Of 'Quakes 


By F. B. COLTON 


(Associated Press Ccicncc Writer) 
WASHINGTON^-(/P)—Uncle 
Sam 


plans to search four miles deep un- 
der the ocean for signs of future 
earthquakes that might menace the 
proposed Ncaraguan canal. 


Careful charting of the bottom of 


the Caribbean sea, explains Dr. Wil- 
liam Bowie of the U. S. coast and 
geodetic survey, will help reveal the 
cause of earthquakes in that region 
like the one that destroyed Mana- 
gua, 
Nicaragua, last March 31. 


Destroyers of the navy will begin 


by probing the secerts of the mys- 
terious Bartlett "deep," itself a gi- 
gantic "clanal'1) approximately 1,000 
miles long and two mles deep in the 
bottom of the Caribbean, extending 
from Cuba to the gulf of Honduras. 


The navy will chart the actual 


depth and contours 
of the 
great 


trench for the first time, using sonic 
depth finders ithut take soundings 
by measuring the time required for

If the Bartlett deep has deep sides,

If the sides of the deep are a series 


of low terraces, however, geologists 
will conclude that the forces causing 
nearby earthquakes are horizontal. 


Knowing the direction of the forces 


at work withn the earth, the action 
of future earthquakes can be better 
foreseen and precautions taken . 


Accurate maps of the Bartlett deep 


and other parts of the floor of the 
Carribbean also will help determine 
if faul tlines run near the vincinity 
of the
